Sir, 

Pursuant to Section 22 of the Livestock Feed 
Assistance Act, we have the honour to submit this, 
the first annual report of the Canadian Livestock 


Feed Board, covering the operations for the crop 
year to July 31st, 1967. 


Under Section 5 of the Livestock Feed Assistance 
Act the objects of the Board are to ensure:

a) the availability of feed grain to meet the needs 


of livestock feeders;

the availability of adequate storage space in 
Eastern Canada for feed grain to meet the 
needs of livestock feeders; 


reasonable stability in the price of feed grain 
in Eastern Canada and in British Columbia;

fair equalization of feed grain prices in Eastern 
Canada and in British Columbia. 


The Board and Advisory Committee were appointed 
by Order in Council PC 1967-646 on April 6th, 1967 
and this report will cover the operations of the Board 
for the period April 6th to July 31st, 1967. The Finan- 
cial Year of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board was 
established as from the lst April to the 3lst March 
by Order in Council PC 1968--10/1 of January 4th, 
1968, therefore no financial statement is included 
in this first report. Financial statements covering 
the Board’s first complete year of operations will 
be included in the second annual report. 


1. Headquarters of the Board 


The City of Montreal was designated as the 
Headquarters of the Canadian Livestock Feed Board 
by Order in Council PC 1967-888 of May 4th, 1967. 


Office space was leased in the Place Decarie Building 
at 5250 Ferrier Street, Montreal, the Board and staff 
taking occupancy in early June. A Branch Office was 
established in Vancouver in April 1967. 


2. Formal Operating Organization 

An operating structure was designed to meet the 
Board’s need for administration, information and 
research, and program supervision to enable the 
Board to carry out its duties, and attain the objects 
of the Board under the Livestock Feed Assistance Act. 
In establishing this type of organization it is intended 
to fill these positions with persons of proven com- 
petence and experience. This organization of a small 
but competent staff will be able to carry out the 
essential responsibilities to meet the objectives of 
the Act. The Board Organization Chart is shown in 
Exhibit I. 


3. Staff

— J.-P. Vallée comes to the Board after holding 
an administrative position with the City of 
Montreal. 


4. Freight and Storage Subsidies 


Under authority of the Feed Grain Assistance 
Regulations of the Appropriations Act, a policy was 
inaugurated in 1941 to enable Eastern and British 
Columbia livestock producers to develop their live- 
stock operations and the western feed grain growers 
to enlarge their market for western feed grains. This 
program over the years has subsidized transporta- 
tion costs on feed grains, and in 1963 it was expanded 
to include the subsidization of storage costs. Informa- 
tion on the volume of grain shipped and transport 
subsidies paid is detailed in Exhibits Il, Il] and IV. 


Section 6 of the Livestock Feed Assistance Act 
placed this program within the jurisdiction of the 
Canadian Livestock Feed Board and authorized the 
Board, pursuant to its objectives and in accordance 
with Regulations to make payments related to the 
cost of storage and transportation of feed grains. 


Regulations authorizing the Board to pay Freight 
Assistance on Feed Grains shipped into Eastern 
Canada and British Columbia were made by Order 
in Council PC 1967-754 of April 20th, 1967. These 
Regulations also authorized the Board to pay assist- 
ance in respect of storage expenses on winter storage 
vessels, when in the opinion of the Board such a 
measure is required to supplement elevator storage 
space in Eastern Canada. 


5. Nova Scotia Feed Grain Special 
Assistance Regulations 


During the period late May until early July a 
critical shortage of feed grains developed in the 
feeding areas of Nova Scotia which are normally 
serviced by the Halifax Elevator, thus forcing live- 
stock feeders to obtain their feed grain requirements 
from other areas and at appreciably higher cost. 
To partially compensate for this additional cost and 
maintain a fair equalization of feed grain prices, 


special regulations were issued under PC 1967-1180 
and PC 1967-1415 authorizing the Board to pay an 
additional subsidy of $5.00 per ton of wheat, $3.00 
per ton of oats and $4.00 per ton of barley shipped 
to this area for livestock feed during the period 
May 26, 1967 to July 10, 1967. Total expenditures 
under this program have amounted to $14,211.11. 


6. Storage space allocation 


The Board has undertaken the task of allocating 
storage space at the National Harbours Board Halifax 
Elevator required for feed grains during the winter 
of 1967-68. Also, under a leasing arrangement of the 
National Harbours Board Elevator at Quebec City, 
the Canadian Livestock Feed Board is responsible 
during its first year of operation for allocating space 
reserved for feed grains in that elevator. 


7. Advisory Committee 


The Board held one meeting with the Advisory 
Committee on July 21st, 1967 at the Headquarters 
of the Board. 


8. Meetings with other organizations 


In accordance with Section 7(d) of the Livestock 
Feed Assistance Act meetings were held with repre- 
sentatives of other Government agencies. Meetings 
were also held with officials of Farm organizations 
and representatives of Trade associations. 


An organization chart and statistical information 
respecting payments under the Feed Grain Assistance 
Regulations are appended to this report.

ECONOMIC RESEARCH DEPARTMENT 


The Economic Research Department conducts 
continuing studies of Feed Grain Requirements 
of the utilization of Grain Storage and Transport 
facilities and pricing of Feed Grains in Eastern 
Canada and B.C. Provides the Board with Econo- 
mic and Statistical information and advice 
required for decisions by the Board in connec- 
tion with Subsidy Programs, Marketing Policy 
and Feed Grain Storage requirements. Conducts 
special studies and research on supplies, pricing, 
transportation and handling of Feed Grains. 
Maintains Board Library. 


SUBSIDY PROGRAMS DEPARTMENT 


The Subsidy Programs Department is responsible 
for administering subsidy programs related to 
the cost of storage of feed grains in Eastern 
Canada and the cost of transportation of feed 
grain in Eastern Canada and British Columbia. 
Conducts studies in the area of cost relationship 
of Transport and Storage. Advises the Board on 
recommended Policy changes and the impact of 
such changes. 


Establishes accounting procedures for subsidy 
claim system. Provides Board with Statistics and 
information on subsidy programs. Interprets 
policy and regulations to the agricultural trade. 


MARKETING DEPARTMENT 


The Marketing Department is divided into two 
sections : 

1) Marketing; 

2) Traffic. 
In addition to conducting of Studies of Com- 
modity markets for feed grains in Canada and 
the impact of imports, maintaining market data 
and the carrying out Board policy respecting 
marketing, provides traffic services on trans- 
port of feed grains marketed and advises the 
Board on matters concerning freight, storage, 
costs, markets and pricing.
